Parade Arrangements. 


The general orders assigning the marshals 
and aides to their places in the great parade 
are in the hands of the printer. The orders 
give minute directions to Post Commanders 


for the formation and the conduct of the vete- 
runs in line. It also sets forth the line of 
march. The formation of the procession will 
be as follows: First division form on Franklin 
avenue from Twelfth street to Broadway; 
second division form on Twelfth street, 
right resting on Franklin avenue; the other 
eight divisions form on the streets between 
Twelfth street and Broadway, richt resting on 
Franklin avenue. Three guns will be fred in 
the bridge square the last at 10 a. m. At the 
sound of the third the head of the procession 
will move. As the end of each division passes 
the street on which the next division has 
formed, that division will move after. 

Col. Nelson Cole, Past Commander of the 
Department of Missouri, will bein command 
of the First Division, which will be composed 
of Missouri troops. 

The list of telephone stations along the line 
and the aides in charge of them has been is- 
sued in printed form. There will be five sta- 
tions on Franklin avenue, one onupper and 
eleven on lower Broadway, one on Morgan 
street, fifteen on Fourth street, nine on Wash- 
in mn avenue, one on Fifteenth street, and 
three on Olive street. Each station will be 
provided with a halt“ and a‘‘go ahead“ 
signal.

Decorating the Exchange. 


Work was ,begun this morning on the deco- 
ration of the Merchants’ Exchange for Grand 
Army week. Around the railingofthe gal- 


lery are thirty-six trees of gas jets. The trees 
are gilded. Beneath the gallery is a lon 
gilded gas pipe extending around the hall, 
pierced at short intervals with small aper- 
tures. When the gas isturned on and the 
torch applied, this will wake a complete circle 
of fire about the hall. From the rallery sur- 
rounding the hall hange a nine-foot strip of 
red, white and blue bunting. Infront of it at 
intervals hang the flags of all nations. The 
rostrum will be draped in the national colors 
and a big ‘‘Welcome’’ banner will hang from 
the gallery. 

A meeting of the Exchange will be held at 
noon to-morrow to vote on a proposition to 
close the Exchange Tuesday, September 27.

4 YOUNG MAN PUNISHES HIS SWEET- 
HEART’S TRADUCER. 


A Lively Fight at the Allerton House Grow- 

ing Out of Scandalous Reports—Gored by 

a Wild Steer—Two Affectionate Dogs— 
Court Proceedings—Notes. 


An exciting encounter occurred last evening 
in the bar-room of the Allerton House, be- 
tween 8. P. Noyes, the clerk of the hotel, and 
James McChesney, a fireman on the Ohio & 
Mississippi road. The difficulty between the 
men, both of whom are well-known in town, 
originated from remarks which Noyes is al- 
leged to have made about Miss Eliza 
Oashen, a young lady to whom McChesney is 
engaged to be married. Miss Cashen is em- 
ployed as a waitress at the Allerton House, 
and it is said that Noyes was disposed to 
show her special attention, but she being en- 
gaged to McChesney did not encourage him in 
his advances. Her reserve incensed him, and 
it is alleged that his anger led him to make 
reflections on her character in the presence of 
a number of young gentiemen of her acquaint- 


ance. 


THE SCANDALOUS REPORTS 
which had been circulated about her reached 
Miss Cashen’s ears, and as was but natural 
she was very indignant. She informed her be- 
trothed when he came in from his trip last 
evening of the reflections cast upon her, and 
he vowed at once to have vengeance on the 
villain who had dared so to malign 
her. He went directly to the 
Allerton House and found Noyes inthe bar- 
room. He walked up to him and informed him 


who he was. He then told him that he had 
been creditably informed that scandalous re- 
orts which were abroad about Miss Cashen 
ad their origin in remarks made by him. 
Noyes denied that he had ever cast any refiec- 


tions on the young y, and er- 
ressed regret that she should think 
1im capable of such an outrage. His 


denial, however, that he was the source of the 
scandalous lies did not satisfy McChesney, 
who said that he believed him guilty and pro- 
sed to make him suffer for his utterances. 
fe no sooner had announced his intention of 
inflicting punishment than he proceeded 
TO CARRY OUT HIS THRBAT. 

Noyes is atallermanthan McChesney, and 
is well-proportioned, but he proved to 
be no match for the fireman, 
They had only been struggling a few seconds 
when McChesney planted a blow between his 
antagonist’s eyes which sent Noyes to the 
floorinaheap. When he fell McChesney was 
so full of passion that he would have contin- 
ued the assault had not the barkeeper rushed 
out from behind the bar and restrained him. 
When the assault had ended Noyes was found 
to have been badiy usedup and it will bea 
week or more before he fully recovers 
from the effects of the punishment inflicted by 
the fireman. McChesney came out of the 
melee with scarcely ascratch. As a sequence 
of the assault last night, Miss Cashen and four 
other young women who were employed at 
the hotel fn the same capacity as she 
was, resigned their positions this morning. 
No warrant against McChesney has yet been 
swornout by Noyes, but he will probably 
institute a prosecution forthe assault, as he 
claims it was entirely unmerited, a mistake 
having been made in attributing to him the 
reports reflecting on Miss Cashen’s character. 


Gored by a Bull. 


Herman Herr, the night watchman at the 
Stock Yards, was seriously gored by a bull last 
evening.

The Passenger Rate War—Northern Pacific 
Entrance to Chicago. 

CHICAGO, III., September 21.—New compli- 
cations have arisen which are almost certain 
to cause another passenger war among the 
roads running east from this eity. Mr. J. H. 
Whitman, General Western Agent of the 
Niagara Falis Short Line, wrote Mr. Daniels of 
the Central Traffic Association, notifying him 
that on and after September 19 the second- 
class rate to Boston by his line in connection 
the West Shore, Erie and Hoosac Tunnel lines 
will be $16.40. Mr. Daniels’ reply to Mr. Whit- 
man is as follows: 

I bég to advise you thatI cannot authorize 
any such rate, nor do I authorize such rate, 
and on the other hand I consider it a cut in 
the rate justthe same as your present $15 
rate, Chicago to New York, is a cut rate, both 
of which rates I trust you will speedily with. 
draw, restore your rates to New York and 
Boston to tariff, and unless this is done 1 fear 
serious demoralization will follow.’’ 

The so-called strong lines have not yet met 
the rates made by the Niagara Falls Short 
Line, butas the cut by that road has taken 
from them nearly al! their second-class trafic, 
they cannot keep out of the fight much longer. 
They will wait, however, to find out whether 
the West Shore, Erie and Hoosac Tunnel lines 
share in the cut made by tbe Niagara Falle 
Short Line and will try 3 upon those 
lines to stop interchange of traffic with that 
road if it continues to make cut rates. 


Decided Against the Railroad. 
CHICAGO, September 21.—The Interstate

HE DISCUSSES JOHN WARD AND THE 
LEAGUE PLAYERS’ BROTHERHOOD.

The Managers Unwilling to Recognize the 
Organization as Such—A Cock-and-Bull 
Story About a “Brotherhood” in the As- 
sociation Is Denied by Capt. Comiskey— 
A Rattling Mill in England—Sporting 
Matters in Generai—Base Ball Chaff aud 
Chat. 

Ry Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 21,—The 
PorT- DISPATCH correspondent yesterday 
called the attention of League President Young 
to the reported interview wth Mr. J. M. Ward, 
President of the Base Ball Brotherhood, pub- 
lished in yesterday’s papers. I have seen 
the remarks of Mr. Ward, said Mr. Young, 
‘‘and regret that he should have given utter- 
ance to a threat against the League for its 
failure to recognize the Brotherhood. As is 
well known in base ball circles, Mr. Ward and 
I bave been in correspondence on the subject 
for some time, though it is but recently that 
the case has assumed the phase it now wears. 
Some days before the League meeting held in 
Asbury Park on August 15 

MR. WARD 
wrote me a short letter in which he requested 
me to say to the gentlemen who would be 
present at the coming meeting that the League 
would shortly be asked toappoint a committee 
to confer with a committee of the players, the 
objects in view being the discussion of a more 
equitable form of contract and such other mat- 
ters as might present themselves. Nothing 
whatever was said about the players’ commit- 
tee representing the so-called Brotherhood. I 
giadly complied with Mr. Ward’s request, and 
was pleased to note the kindly manner in 
which the idea was entertained by alli those 
present. It seemed to be the general 
impression that the present form of 
contract, which was originally the outcome of 
an immediate necessity might be modified in 

favor of the player without materially im- 

paring its practicable utility. After the meet- 

ing I wrote Ward informing him of the spirit 
in which the suggestion had been received. 

He then replied, addressing me officially and 

signing as the President of the Brotherhood of 

Ball Players. My correspondence has since 

been unofiicial, till the last letter addressed to 

him. I have told Mr. Ward that the League 
could not officially recognize the organization 
which be represents. I don’t care at this 
time to go into any extended argument 
of the case, but I will say the 


considerations that have moved me in a few 
words: If the Brotherhood was organized 
solely for mutual benefit, as many other so- 
cieties are, there might be no reasonable ob- 
jection to ite recognition by the League, 
though there would be no special reason for 
such recognition, and certainly no call for it. 
if, on the other band, its protective feature, 
as seems to be the case, is more or less a 
guarantee of immunity of members of the or- 
der agaust the enforcement of the 
LAWS OF THE LEAGUE 

and the provisions of contracts, then its 
status is that of an armed belligerent, and can 
receive no recognition from the League. There 
is ev disposition on the part of the officers 
of the League clubs to meet the players indi- 
vidually and half way. We think that 16 all 
thatcan reasonably be demanded. We can 
see ne good to come from a formal recogani- 
tion ef any secret organization. 


Another Romance. 


A Cincinnati paper prints this dispatch from 
New Tork: While the League has been work- 
ing so hard to perfect its Brotherhood, little 
attention has been paid to the quiet move 


beiag made by the American Association in 
the same direction. It has made no outward 
show of what it was doing. The fact that it 
now hasa Brotherhood nearly. if not quite, 


equal to that of the League can no longer be 


nied. Not lo Fase, a quiet — was 
held, and W. H. olbert was elected Presi- 
dent, since which time the best men of the 
Association have joined the Brotherbood. 
Much care has been taken as to who was ad- 
mitted. 

The American Association managers will 
hear from the Association Brotherhood be- 
fore the next season opens. Like the League 
they will give the managers all necessary 
chance to correct existing evils. From the 
present outiook, and from what the players 
say, Von der Abe will be a point of attack by 
the Brotherhood. The idea of the two 
Brotherhoods is to form a strong combina- 
tion between themselves such as now exists 
between the managers ofthe League and the 
American Association. 

Capt. Comiskey was seen to-day bya re. 
porter for the Post- DISPATCH and was asked 
what, t any, truth there was in the abv ve 
statements. He said: ‘‘So far as I know 
there is no truth whatever in it. The Associa- 
tion players have no Brotherhood, and if they 
did I would be apt to know something about 
it. No, I believe the whole thing is a fairy 
story.’

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FIFTEEN GAME ROUNDS. 


Tom Lees of Melbourne is ‘‘Bested’’ by Wm. 
Goode of Lendon. 


From the Leeds Mercury. 

The Australian champion boxer, Tom Lees 
of Melbourne, and William Goode of London, 
whois generally considered one of the best, 
if not the best, of the English eleven-stone 
boxers, engaged in a glove fight at Lambeth 
on Tuesday. The matter was kept secret until 
the last moment, and the hundred or so of 
privileged spectators paid sums of £1 and up- 


ward for admission. Goode, whose height 
is 5 feet 94% inches, has figured in many fights, 
almost always with success. Lees came to 
England from the colonies witha great repu- 
tation. He stands 6 feet ½ inch, and weighed 
eleven stone seven pounds, Goode’s weight 
being ten stone eleven pounds. The match 
was under the Marquis of Queensberry’s 
rules, rounds of three minutes duration, and 
one minute interval allowed between the 
rounds, andten secondsfor a man knocked 
down to resume thefight. The gloves used 
were of the ordinary size and make. 

For the first five rounds Lees’ extra length 
enabled him to have the dest of the fighting. 
Goode contented himself with giving one if he 
could for each blow he received ; though sorely 
tried, he seldom let around pass without get- 
ting nearly level with hisopponent. At the 
seventh round, however, es took up a 
strong lead, and kepi it so tothe thirteenth. 
Goode always came up ready for work, and 
at once forced the fightirg, but before the 
round was half over he was getting a lit- 
tle the worse of the encounter. Just at 
the finish of the round the Englishman scored 
better, and at the fourteenth round, with both 
men palpably weak, Lees held the advantage. 
Odds ot four to one were laid on him. e 
now showed signs of punishment. He was 
bleeding at the nose and mouth, and severel 
ab onthe muscles of the back through 
being forced upon the ropes of the sixteen- 
footring. After the fourteenth round Goode, 
who is always very strong on his legs, began to 
wear out the Australian, inflicting on his antag- 
onist in the filteenth round a ponderous 
‘*right-hander,’’ which caused Lees to stag- 

er. Though some of Lees’ friends sought 
— between the two, and also sent for 
the police, the contest was continued for a 
minute. Lees struggled gamely, but was 
beaten, and fell forward while Goode was 
standing clear of him. Tbe referee, a well- 
known gentieman amateur waiting ten 
seconds, gave Goode the fig Goode at onee 
started a collection, which he handed with a 
22 und note to the loser. The fight lasted 

minutes.

A LITERARY FRAUD. 


LEW VANDERPOOL, THE AUTHOR, AR- 
RESTED ON A SERIOUS CHARGE 


— 


Editor Smith of the Cosmopolitan Review 
Charges Mr. Vanderpool With Obtaining 
Money Under False Pretenses—Sale of 
an Alleged George Sand Manuscript— 
The Stories Told by the Alleged Literary 
Executor of the French Writer, 


By telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, September 21.—Lew Vanderpool 
the author, was arrested at Oyster Bay, L. I., 
yesterday on a charge Of obtaining money 
under false pretenses, preferred by Paul J. 
Schlist and Frank P. Smith, the former one of 
the owners and the latter the editor of the 
Cosmopolitan Magazine. It appears from the 
statements of Messrs. Schlist and Smith that 
Mr. Vanderpool, representing himself as one 
of the literary executors of George Sand, sold 
them a story entitled Princess Murmahal,’’ 
which he said was a transistion of one 
of 127 unpublished manuscripts of the 
great French authoress, placed in his hands 
for publication. He asserted that the 
reason the story had so long remained 
unpublished was that one of the leading char- 
acters in it, a villainous Frenchman, was a 

ortrayalfrom life. This man was involved 

n the welfare of a family of the writer’s most 
intimate friends, and as it was in his power to 
ruin them, the publication was by her direc- 
tion deferred until after his death, lest it 
should excite his enmity. His recent death re- 
moved the obstacle to the publication, and 
hence her literary executors for the first time 
offered it to the public. After the opening 
chapters of the story had been advertised in 
the papers and in the October number of the 
Cosmopolitan, the suspicions of the editor 
were aroused, andan investigation was be- 
gun, which, itis claimed, resuited inthe dis- 
covery that the literary executorship was an 
invention and the posthuinous manuscripts a 
myth. Editor Smith said last night: 

MR. SMITH’S STATEMENT. 

I first learned of Mr. Vanderpool some time 
last June, when he wrote to me, asking if he 
could become a contributor to the Cosmopol- 
itan. He said he had been a correspondent of 
the Paris Figaro and that he could give some 
very interesting accounts of the Turco- Russian 
war, especially of incidents at the battle of 
Pleono. He also said that he was one of the 
literary executors of George Sand, and had in 
his possession 127 manuscripts of hers from 
which I could select those I wanted to pub- 
In a subsequent interview, he said he 
had sold a great many of these manuscripts to 
the North American Keview, Lippincott’s Mag- 
azine, a New York morning newspaper, and 
various syndicates. He explained to me the 
nature of some of them, but none seemed to be 
precisely what I wanted. Then ne said he had 
a long story by George Sand for which he had 
been offered $1,000 by the Lippincotts, but as 
they could not make room for it before next 
winter, while he wished to have it published 
at once, he would let me have it at a reduced 
rate. I wanted to see the manuscript but he 
said he was not allowed to let the — 2 
pass out ot his hands because that was prohib- 
ited by the conditions of the literary executor- 
ship. I called the attention of one of the 
proprietors of the Cosmopolitan to the matter 
and he insisted on seeing the manuscript. 
But Mr. Vanderpool said it was locked up in 
an iron safe in Oyster Bay and that he was 80 
careful of it that whenever he stopped trans- 
lating he returned it immediately to the 
safe. Then, at our request, he translated the 
Urst chapter and we liked it very much and 
made arrangements with him to begin the 
publication of the story in October. 

‘*Shortly after this he came to us in great dis- 
tress, saying that he had a note of $800to pay, 
but lacked $100 of the amount, and asked us to 
advance it to him on account of the story. We 
let him have the money. When we began to 
make announcements of the forthcoming pub- 
lication, friends came to us and called in 
question Mr. Vanderpool’s integrity. We 
then notified Mr. Vanderpool that he must 
give us proof of the genuineness of the story 
as a production of George Sand. He placed 
the following letter in our hands: 

OFFICE NORTH AMERICAN REVIFW, 
New York City, August 29, 1887. 
Dear Mr. Vanderpoot: 

Before using for Mr. Rice’s syndicate, any 
of your posthumous stories and sketches by 
George Sand, Il was obliged, as you know, to 
find out beyond dispute whether théy were 
authentic. Mr. L’Amereaux called on me and 
satistied me that they were correct. I saw 
many of the original manuscripts of George 
Sand. The Cosmopolitan people need have no 
fear of their authenticity. 

Yours truly, 
JAMES REDPATH. 

»The Victor L’Amereaux mentioned in this 
letter, was said to be one of the literary ex- 
ecutors of George Sand, one of the proprietors 
of the Paris Figaro, and a relative of 
Mr. Vanderpool. Foratimethis satisfied us, 
but the more we looked into the matter, the 
more we became convinced that it was neces- 
sary to get the original manuscript of the 
story that Mr. Vanderpool had sold to us. The 
title of this story was the ‘Princess Mur- 
mahal.’ Wefound that every statement he 
made was perfectly untrustworthy. For in- 
stance, he had claimed tobe the author ofa 
story entitied ‘Ruhaanah,’ published by Cas- 
sell K Co. Ihavealetterfrom Cassell & Co., 
saying that Mr. Hughes was the author of the 
story. Mr. Vanderpool claimed to be the au- 
thor of ‘Democracy.’ That claim was not 
substantiated. He also claimed to be the au- 
thor of ‘Nortnern Days, published by D. Ap- 
pleton & Co. A letter of inquir 
elicited the statement that no suc 
book by such an author was published by that 
house. I also called on Mr. Redpath, who 
told me that be had known Vanderpool but a 


lish. 


Mr. Redpath had known him since he was a 
boy. Mr. Redpath did not even know that the 
man claiming to be Victor L’Amereaux was 
L’ Amereaux. 

LAST SATURDAY AFTERNOON 
Vanderpool called at this office and he was 
confronted with. the evidences of his duplic- 
ity, but he treated them as if they were of no 
consequence whatever. He attempted to ex- 
plain them in a satisfactory way, but we be- 
came convinced that his word could not be 
trusted. We demanded that he show us the 
original manuscript of ‘Princess Murma- 
hal.’ As he had said that it was locked up 
in asafe at Oyster Bay, I R to go with 
him to that place and see it. o this 
he did not consent, because he had to go to 
Albany to see a sick child, but he said he would 
corae back Tuesday and go to Oyster Bay with 
me. Not — this statement, I sent a 
decoy telegram to him at Oyster Bay, asking 
him to write us an article on his interview 
with Count Tolstoi. I received areply saying 
that he would come to town and see us about 
that on Monday. Mr. Schist and myself forth- 
with took the train for Oyster Bay. We found 
thathe boarded with Mrs. Mosier, about a 
mile and a balf from the nearest railroad sta- 
tion to Oyster Bay. This morning at 6 o'clock 
we routed up Squire Chipp and swore outa 
warrant, charging Vanderpool with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. A deputy sheriff 
with the warrantin his pocket accompanied 
us to Mrs. Mosier’s. Vanderpool rushed out 
and greeted us very cordially, saying we were 
= in time toaccompany him to New York. 

Ve said we were not going to New York until 
we saw the Sand manuscript. At this he 
was somewhat agitated. He said that he 
could not show it to us because it was not at 
Mrs. Mosier’s, but in New York, and that he 
could not show it to us in any case till he had 
obtained the consent of L’Amereaux; that it 
would take till Friday to get that consent. I 
asked how it was, if the manuscript was in 
New York, he could translate it at Oyster Bay. 
He said ‘I will explain: I have a most re- 
markable memory. If Iread a book onceor 
twice Ian repeat it verbatim from first to 
last. Ihave read Princess Murmahal several 
times, and the portion you have I translated 
from memory.’

He 
said that in the agitated condition he had been 
thrown into by our accusations he could not 
do it. Finally, he consented to come to New 
York and show us the manuscript. We en-

are completely hidden from view by bunting, 
while heavy garrison flags drape the doorway. 
The hall itself is a mass of red, white and blue 
drapery, relieved here and there with special 
designs or portraits of celebrated men. At 
eitherend of the hall are heroic pictures in 
oil of notable events of the civil war. 


CAMP LIFE. 

At the north end of the hall, occupying al- 
most all of the north wall, is a big picture of 
camp life. Above itis a huge eagle standing 
on a shield, bearing in its beak a ribbon on 
which are the words: Welcome Comrades.’’ 
Ou either side of this central design are

— heavy United States flags and bunting 
in the national colors. In front of the picture 
a miniature camp scene is arranged on the 
floor. Three tents are arranged in order and 
at either side of them two pieces of artillery 
stand guard. 

The east wall, 265 feet in length, broken only 
by the window o — is covered with the 
red, white and biue. etween the windows 
bang crossed rifles, and beneath them pictures 
of noted ind ua and of events in the history 
of Ransom t. A collection of pho phs 
shows the ceremonies attending the observ- 
ance of Decoration Day at Chicago some years 
ago when Ransom Post paid a visit to the city 
by the lake. 

The central figure in the decoration of the 
east side of the room isa full-length figure of 
Gen. Grant about three feet in height mounted 
on a four-foot pedestal. The figure is in mill- 
tary style. In the right hand is a pair of fleid- 
glasses. The left hand rests upon the hilt of 
asword. Above aud about it is a canopy of 
red, white and blue. At the foot 
of the pedestal is a heap of cannon-balls cap- 
tured at Vicksburg. On either side of the 
figure are set silken guides bearing the word 
Ransom. A dra of national banners 
surrounds the whole. To the right of the Grant 
figure is a handsome portrait in oll of 
Gen. Ransom. On either side of the 
central group ara crossed rifies. Be- 
neath those on the left han 
an old cloth-covered canteen, a relic of the 
war. Beneath it is suspended a well-worn 
haversack. the left hang two officers’ 
swords, crossed, and from them, an old 
strap, evidently once used as a belt, a bat- 
tered, rusty saber. Among other relics of the 
war on this wall is aframe containing a United 
States shield on which are arran 
up on the battiefield. Amongt 
federate bullet with wooden expansion piug, 
a shell, fuse and friction primers from Chatta- 
nooga, 18638; se from Missionary Ridge 
and a musket ball from Chickamauga.

NO EVASION. 


THE SWEEPING ORDER SUPPRESSING 
BRANCHES OF THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Two Hundred Branches to Be Suppressed— 
Fall of the Social Butterfly Running Buf- 
falo Bill and His Show—The Ameer of 
Afghanistan Wins a Battle—Rome’s Big 
Celebration—Foreign News, 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, September 21.—These dispatches 
have foreshadowed the suppression of certain 
branches of the National League. About two 
hundred will be suppressed, twenty-five of 
which are in County Clare. Probably another 
batch will include Limerick, and one or two 
other districts will follow. No appeal to Par- 
liament is necessary to cover this fresh act of 
the Executiye. It will not be possible 
to evade the Lord-Lieutenant’s order by car- 
rying over the work of the National League to 
any other association. The Liberal League 
here proposes some course of this sort and 
has asked the Irish leaders in London to 
meet them and discuss a plan for substituting 
branches of their Association in every place 
where a branch of the National League is sup- 
pressed. But the Lord-Lieutenant’s order 
will defeat any maneuver ofthis kind. Un- 
der it. 

ALL MEETINGS OF THE LEAGUE 
in specified districts are unlawful, and any 
persons calling together such meeting, or 
publishing any notice concerning it, or con- 
tributing to it is liable to six months’ impris- 
onment, Dillon appeals to the Irish people to 
subscribe £10,000 to carry on the campaign in 
the interest of the tenants. He declares that 
the plan of campaign has given in money 
value to the farmers at least a quarter of a 
million pounds. The new reductions of 
judicial and non-judicial rents will mean a 
further gain of a million and a half.

Will ‘it be 
ulfiled by introducing olities into the 
organization of the church he nobly Iillus- 
trated? 
This reply, it may be proper here to re- 
mark, is not made to you in your character of 
a dignitary of that church, but in that which 
for that occasion you have assumed—as a po- 
litical partisan. It is untenable to deny that 
the movement in which you have engaged is 
political, for its aim isto elect representatives 
ledged to enact, to govern the body politic, 
tis true that you designate the movement a 
moral reform, but itseems like trony thus 
to term penal statutes hedged about by ex- 
traordinary measures of prevention. 
There are two noticeable omissions in your 
ublished criticism of my letter to ex-Gov. 
ubbock,. First, no mention of anything tobe 
found in that letter; second, no statement of 
the amendment pending in Texas, on which 
my opinion was asked, and therefore which 
wus the subject of my answer. In my first 
note to you the passages of your address were 
cited which appeared to me to be unwarranted 
by the letter on which your attack wus 
made. It was quite irrelevant to inform 
mée what somebody else had said or done. 
You had assailed me for a certain letter 
which I had written. The closing sentence of 
your published address was: ‘‘How sad that 
the last words of a soldier, sage, or Christian 
should become the shibboleth of the saloons. 
One who shali attentively read the letter 
against which your attack was directed must 
readily perceive why you did not comply with 
my request that you would mark the passage 
on which your strictures were funded. 
There was no reference in my letter to 
saloons. 
Your intelligence does not permit the sup- 
position that you did not perceive the distinc- 
tion between personal inalienable rights, 
whieh I assert Government was bound to pro- 
tect, and privileges which Government might 
refuse or grantas the public welfare should 
require. The most credulous and ignorant of 
four partisans, if they have followed Mrs. 
imrose’s advice and have kept ‘‘their eyes 
about them, cannot have failed to see that 
to keep a saloon is not a personal right, buta 
rivilege to be obtained by getting a license 
or that purpose, subject to such restrictions 
and conditions as the law has imposed. To 
you it would be needless to say that under our 
policy of local option it may not be possible 
everywhere to obtain that license upon any 
terms whatever. 
Afteramore diligent search of my letter 
than you have seemed to have given before 
attacking itin your public address you have 
found the hypothetical reference. to the 
wooden horse, and that is all of mine to 
Which 27 have referred. To that Ireply, if 
confined to narrow limits and with a zum 
cient majority to assure that the measure 
rests onthe consent ofthe governed, I am in 
favor of local option!“ but if insidiously 
employed to gain a vantage ground for wider 
operations, then it should bea warning against 
lurking evil. My remarks had only that ex- 
tent. 
According to the reported proceedings of the 
Prohibition Convention of our State you were 
of the minority who opposed making it a 
State question, and so far we would appear to 
ee. 
Though the constitutional amendment pend- 
ing in Texas was the subject on which my 
opinion was asked and given, you have 
spoken only of ‘‘whisky traffic’’ and ‘‘sa- 
loons,’’ together with the incidents and acci- 
dents of the canvass in Texas. Of the last it 
may be said when you have more experience 
in such matters you will probably realize that 
the defeated 1 in an election is generally 
dissatisfied with the result and prone to com- 
plain of the manner in whic it was effected. 
As necessary to a full understanding of the 
matters in issue, I will quote the terms of the 
amendment referred to, as follows: 
The manufacture, sale and exchange of in- 
toxicating liquor, except for medicinal, me- 
chanical, sacramental and scientific pur- 
0ses, 12 hereby prohibited in the State of 
exas.’ 
The Legislature was to enact necessary laws 
at its first session after the adoption of the 
amendment. If it had been ado , a farmer 
who had a va was not to be permitted to 
manufacture wine of his grapes; or if he had 
anjorchard he was not to be allowed to manu- 
facture cider of his uP! les, or brandy of his 
aches, or whisky of his grain, or beer of his 
arley and hops. He could pot exchange such 
articles, though the product of his farm, for 
comforts grown in a different latitude and to 
be produced at his home.

THIS MORNING. 


Opening Concert ut the Exposition This 
Afternoon—The Old Favorites and New 
Candidates—Search for the Novel in 
Music—Some Coincidences—Seeing the 
Pictures—Nuggets From the Naves. 


P. S. Gilmore, wife and daughter, arrived at 
the Union Depot this morning at 8 o’clock.

“TIGHT MONEY.” 


SECRETARY FAIRCHILD URGED TO GIVE 
IMMEDIATE RELIEF TO THE MARKET. 


The Purchase of Bonds Without Regard to 
Price Suggested—Dangers of Such a 
Course—Cause of the Scarcity of Money 
~—Congress Blamed for the Present Fi- 
nancial Condition. 


NEW Tonkx, September 21.—The Tribune 
says:“ Secretary Fairchild has been urged with 
greatsolemnity by prominent bankers and 
other citizens during the past week to give 
relief to the money market by large purchases 
of bonds, without being too particular as to 
the price. It is candidly admitted that such 
purchases would start a strong rally in the 
stock and other speculative markets, and the 
Secretary is aware that this explains the mo- 
tive of some who appeal to him. But there is 
real want of loanable funds in commercial 
circles, and the most legitimate trade 
as well as some branches of productive 
industry are unquestionably embarrassed by 
lack of available resources. The difficulty is 
that the speculative force is like expanding 
steam in a boiler, safe when confined, perilous 
only when sufferedto get beyond restraint. 
That a strong rally would immediately follow 
any expansion by the Treasury is admitted, 
and the Secretary is perfectly aware, that, 
with higher prices for stocks, grain, provi- 
sions, cattle and other objects of speculation, 
more money would be requiredto carry and 
to handle the same quantity of supplies. 

Secretary Fairchild should understand that 
no financial relief, but only more pressure 
witb final collapse, lies that way. He did not 
help business, but speculation, when he rap- 
idly inflated the currency last year. If he puts 
out ten, twenty, oreven fifty millions now, 
every dollar that it could get would be ab- 
sorbed by speculation, and the needs of legiti- 
mate trade might be in no respect better sup- 
plied than they are now. If the Secretary 
could loan or pay direct to the merchants or 
manufacturers,and not to holders of bonds,that 
would be another matter. Butthe holders 
of bonds are not the merchants or manufactur- 
ers and they are apt to seek as profitable em- 
ployment of money as they can get and the 


speculator willoffer higher interest than an 
legitimate operation can. This is not a goo 
time to inflate again, because the effects of 
former unwise inflation make money tight. 
The supply ofmoney inthe country is abun- 
dant for all legitimate needs; it is not large 
enough to enable bold operatorsto buy up 
the world and all its crops, or to build in a 
year all the houses, stores, railroads, factories 
and other structures that will be wanted five 
years hence.’’ 
WHAT BANKERS SAY. 

The WORLD prints interviews with the lead- 
ing bankers and merchants of this city as to 
hy money isso scarce.’’ There is a large 
variety of views expressed, but the preponder- 
ance of opinion is that Congress is responsi- 
ble for the present state of affairs. Some think 
thatthe Secretary of the Treasury should re- 
lieve the pressure bya liberal purchase of 
bonds, but all think that Congress should, at 
its next session, reduce taxation. It seems, 
from the interviews, that the merchants are 
suffering for money even more than the Wall 
street speculators. 

President George 8. Coeof the American Ex- 
change Bank said: ‘‘One of the principal 
causes which have brought about the strin- 
gency in the money market is the universal 
enterprise and activity in the country, which 
has created a demand forall the money and 
hus scattered it over a very large area, so that 
it does not return at this season to the saine 
extent as in former years. This deficit comes 
just atatime whenthe great crops of the 
country are to be moved. The Administration 
could come to the reitet 3 buying bonds and 
depleting the Treasury. They have the money 
and could do it.’’ 

PRESIDENT WILLIAMS 
of the Chemical Bank says it is the activity of 
business and the locking up money in the 
Treasury thatis causing thetrouble. He fa- 
vors large purchases of bonds. 
PRESIDENT TAPPAN 

of the Gallatin National Bank favorsthe buy- 
ing of all kinds of Government bonds by the 
Treasury. He thinks the present Treasury of- 
Uclals have no policy. 

FREDERICK P. OLCOTT, 
President of the Central Trust omy said: 
„„The Government should buy all issues of 
Government bonds. If the Government is 
sincerely and — | in favor of helping the 
business community, it must do it on a larger 
scale than any attempted so far. 

1s it the general opinion that the Govern- 
ment has any fixed financial policy?’’ 

„The Government don’t seem to have any 
fixed policy financially. So far as can be 
learned it bas not advised with any one out- 
side of Washington. Informer times, under 
Republican rule, whenever a financial crisis 
was threatened, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
or some one representing him, came to New 
York to obtain the opinion of men representa- 
tive in commercial and financial interests. 
This administration does not seem to have 
done anything of the kind. Ordinarily 
with a tight money market, it is Wali 
street which clamors for relief, 
In this instance it is not Wall street, but the 
commercial interests, that ask for assistance. 
It is not the speculators, but the merchants 
who want it. all street is not suffering. All 
the money necessary can be obtained 
collateral at 6 per cent. The crisis is due to 
the constant and daily drain of the Treasury 
upon our commercial industries.

The Ad- 
ministration could, if it would, relieve mat- 
ters at once by * a block of bonds—say 
25, 000, 000 to 80, 000, 000.
